Work is the great 
palliation of his infirmity, and his 
work has got to be of rather ex- 
ceptional sort, for deafness shuts 
him off from very many of the 
ordinary occupations. Persons

Silence was never- more eloquent 
than in a iw-hI, interview with 
Rev. Ausiin W. Mann— an inter- 
view in which no word was spoken 
and which, despite this fact, was 
frau glit with the keenest int.. rest. 

The interest was sustained whol 
Iy by Rev Dr. Mann's remarkable 
personality, for he can neither 
speak nor hear a word A terrible 
sickness In his infancy deprived 

him forever of these two essential 

senses. 

For thirty-two years, Rev. Mr. 

Manp has labored as an Episcopa- 
lian missionary among the deaf- 
mutes of the Middle Western dio- 
ceses, lie has founded "silent 

missions" in every large city from 

Pittsburg to Omaha and Kan 
City. On his lours the rector has 
addressed many ins! it ut ions of 
learning established for the " silent 
people." lie, himself, is a graduate 
of Gallau/lel College foi Ihe D»*af 
and has had conferred upon him 

Ihe honorary title Of Master of Arts. 
Ib-v. Mr. Mann was born near 

Pendleton, ind , December 16th, 
1841. Be comes «>i old Revolu- 

fionary Stock ; bis paternal and 

maternal ancestors settled in Vir- 
ginia and Pennsylvania over two 
centuries ago. Be spent his boy 
hood amid the virgin forests of Ihe 
Booster Slate ; and followed his 

father barefooted in ihe furrow of 

Ihe pioneer plow. 

When be was nine years old Un- 
hid entered the Indiana Deaf Insli 
rational Indianapolis. Some years 
alter Iih graduation he received an 
appointment as a teacher ill the 

Michigan Institution for the Deaf, 

w here he taught with rate [I 

for some time. 
But the commencement of ihe 

life work, which had always been 
the goal for which he was strivin;.- 
ind winch bad been the inspiration 
of his earlier work, was in January
